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By  the  Mills  bill  the  duty  on  the  manufactured  article  remains  the  same — 35  per  cent, 
ad  valorem,  while  the  duty  on  the  material  used  in  manufacturing  collars  and  cuffs— 
linen  (none  of  which  is  made  in  this  country)  is  reduced  10  per  cent.  Although  by  the 
Mills  bill  the  manufacturer  in  this  line  would  be  better  off,  yet  some  of  the  Troy 
manufactuieis,  who  are  Republicans  are  not  satisfied  and  are  crying  out  protection  to 
home  industries  against  pauper  labor.  All  the  collar  men  do  not  feel  this  way,  for  as 
one  manufacturer  remarked,  “ a girl  in  our  Troy  shops  with  the  improvements  here  in 
vogue  would  turn  out  double  the  work  of  any  of  the  help  in  the  same  business  on  the 
other  side  of  the  water.” 
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
